Pilgrimage to His Final Resting Place 
Was Made During a Rain Storm, 
Only the Relatives and Immediata 
Friends Attending. 


Elmira, N. Y„ April 25.—While the 
rain came copiously beating a tat-a- 
tat-tat upon the roof, Rev. Samuel 
Eastman read passages of scripture 
at the bier of Samuel L. Clemens. The 
house was filled, but not uncomfort­ 
ably, with prominent citizens who had 
known Mark Twain in Ufo, by their 
attendance 
denoting 
their 
respect. 
Services were held at the house of 
General Langdon, whose sister was 
the late Mrs. Clemens. The sorrow of 
the relatives was made greater when 
tidings came of the death of the wife 
of Rev. Mr. Mitchell, who had prom­ 
ised to assist Mr. Eastman at the ser­ 
vices. There was no music. The ser­ 
vices at the house were simple. Just 
before the hour of the funeral there 
arrived a large floral design with the 
following note attached: 
‘•From 500 boys of louisville, Ky., 
male school, in remembrance of Sam­ 
uel L. Clemens, who has brightened 
their lives with innocent laughter and 
taught them squareness and grit and 
compassion for their weak charges." 
The piece was given a conspicuous 
place at the bier. The house was filled 
with representative citizens. The cler­ 
gyman prayed that the light of him 
whose body was now without soul 
shine for all time through his works. 
Mark Twain’s final earthly resting 
place was beside his lamented wife. 
Except for the new made grave all 
about was a heavenly green. Even tho 
grave, recently made for the daughter 
whose ending came so suddenly last 
December, had Its green blanket. Plain 
markers denote where the family mom 
hers repose In peace. 
The services at the grave were pri­ 
vate, only the relatives and Imme­ 
diate friends attending. Rev. Eastman 
offered a prayer as the body descended 
to Its last ^earthly resting place. 
The 
mourners departed, the sexton and his 
assistants covered the spot, piling the 
floral tokens upon the top. Then these 
latter turned homeward. It was grow­ 
ing night and "Mark Twain” was left 
alone with those he loved best.

Altoona, Pa. April 25.—After an al­ 
most all night session between the 
operators and coal miners’ scale com­ 
mittee, representing 
the 
bituminous 
fields of central Pennsylvania, practi 
cady all of the demands of the miners 
were agreed to, the scale was signed 
up and the miners throughout the dis 
trlct have been ordered to return to 
work. An increase of I cents a ton in 
pick mining was granted, while the 
price of all classes of labor about the 
mines will be advanced 5.55 per cent. 
The miners were granted practically 
everything which they demanded. Sev­ 
eral of their original demands were 
asked for without any serious thought 
of their being granted. The main fen 
lure of the victory was the 5.55 per 
cent raise in all mine work. from the 
actual mining of coal itself. 
An In­ 
crease of S cents for picked mining 
and 4 cents for machine mining was 
also granted. 
Hereafter the miners 
will receive 69 cents a gross ton and 
61.6 a net ton for pick mining and 40 
cents a gross ton and 35.46 cents a net 
ton for machine or incline mining. 


CITY MUZZLES BARBERS 


Eating Onions, Gossiping and Other 
Offenses Made Finable. 
Waterloo, Neb., April 25.—An ordi­ 
nance has been passed by the city 
council and signed by the mayor, mak 
ing It effective at once, which, among 
other things, regulates m atters rela­ 
tive to the cleanliness of barbershops, 
and then provides: 
"It shall be unlawful for any barber 
in this town to eat onions between 7 
a. rn, and 9 p. rn. 
No barbar, while 
shaving a customer, shall insert his 
thumb or finger In the said customer's 
mouth; shall not discuss the gossip 
of the town and shall not use tobacco 
while working over a chair; shall not 
Insist upon a customer having hts 
neck shaven or his hair singed." 
A violation of any of these provis­ 
ions subjects a barber to arrest and a 
fine of not less than $5 for each and 
every offense.

Paris, April 25. —■ Theodore Roose­ 
velt's lecture at the Sorbonne, In which 
he denounced ra te suicide and out 
lined his ideas of civic m orality, have 
tre a te d a trem endous Im pression in 
France. 
The new spapers, in spite of the fact 
that the electoral cam paign closed on 
Saturday, devoted an im m ense am ount 
of Bpaee to it and Colonel Roosevelt’s 
doings. W ith th e exception of some 
m ocking criticism by free lances, such 
as H enri Rochefort, editor of Patrle, 
and E rnest Oudet, of Eclaire, the pa 
pers of all shades of opinion ring with 
approval of the doctrines of civic m or­ 
ality expounded by th e ex-president, 
some of th e ultra-C athollc organs are 
silent, but others 
dwell 
upon 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s definition of the rights of 
the m inority. 
The Tem ps declares that th e Im 
pression produced is all the greater 
because Mr. Roosevelt did not present 
theories that be conceived, but ex 
pertinents that he lived. It finds many 
lessons therein for Prance, and con­ 
cludes with an appeal to France to 
tak e “th e advice of an honest man. 
whose deeds and life during thirty 
years qualify him to sjieak.” 
The Journal Des D ebats says that 
Mr. R oosevelt's w ords are the echo 
of the old P uritan spirit which made a 
(conquering England, and bear strange 
significance when he preaches a sane 
and vigorous life, of which he is the 
em bodim ent, to so m any unbalanced 
people, probity to politicians and com­ 
mon sense to those who are seeking 
after Utopia. 
"O ur great dem ocracies." says the 
paper, "a re experim ents. From the be­ 
ginning they leaned tow ard oorrup 
tion. R oosevelt’s sim ple and energetic 
language is th a t of H ercules, arm ed 
not with a club, but a broom at the 
Augean stable." 
IJ borts, under the caption of "A 
M agnificent L esson." says: "W e have 
few men in France with energy equal 
to Mr. Roosevelt's, but thousands upon 
thousands who think as he does.” 
The P aris Journal says: "N o nobler 
lesson of civic duty ever M I from 
hum an lips." 


Egyptian Hiaaea Roosevelt. 


At tho close of Mr. R oosevelt's lec­ 
ture som e one in the gallery hissed 
but this passed unnoticed in the a p 
plause. It has since been learned that 
it was an E gyptian, who later explain 
ed th at he desired to protest by this 
m eans against the speech which the 
ex president delivered at Cairo. 
Mr. Roosevelt passed a com para­ 
tively quiet Sunday in P aris 
Accom 
panled by A m bassador Bacon In the 
m orning, he attended service in the 
American church in the Rue de Berri 
and listened to the serm on by Rev 
Chauncey W. Goodrich, who preached 
from the gospel of St. John, chapter 
xvii. verse 15. Mrs. Roosevelt, accom 
panted by K erm it and Miss Ethel, at­ 
tended th e Am erican church in Ave 
nue d el.’Alma

IRRIGATION IN WINTER. 
Home Course 
In Domestic 
Science 


Result* Very Satisfactory Where Tried 
In Western States. 
When water is applied either to bare 
soil or to crops outside the regular Irri­ 
gation season it is termed wanter Irri­ 
gation. The practice thus fur has been 
con ii tied largely to the warmer parte 
of the arid region. 
It bus become well 
established, In Arizona aud California 
aud is being quite rapidly extended 
to parte of Oregon. Kansas end the 
Booky mountain stales. 
Experience has showu that a deep 
retentive soil is capable of storing a 
large quantity of water. 
On account 
of the fluctuation of western stream s of 
all kinds, from the small creek to the 
large river, the greatest flow of water 
often com es at a season when there ii 
least demand for It. 
In a few locali­ 
ties adequate storage facilities have 
been provided to retain the surplus, 
but as a rule it is allowed to go to 
waste. 
The passage of so much waste 
water led to the iutroductlon of winter 
Irrigation, and In nearly every case 
the results 
have 
been satisfactory. 
The chief differences between winter 
and ordinary irrigations are the larger 
volumes used, the crude manner of 
conveying aud applying the water and 
the dormant or partially dormant con 
cl it Iou of (he plants at the time of lr 
rigation. 
In 
Fresno county. Cal., 
water la 
turned into the canals In January ana 
February. 
The large canals of the 
Modesto and 
Turlock 
districts 
run 
more thou half a head during the Int 
ter half of February. 
This is the 
rainy |»erlod In both these localities, 
and the soil Is usually too w et for 
plant growth, bul water Is applied to 
alfalfa fields to fill tip the subsoil so 
as to pro\ hie a surplus for lh** rain 
less summer when water Is scarce. 
Besides furnishing a supply of much 
needed 
moisture, 
winter 
irrigation, 
when conditions are favorable, pre­ 
vents w inter killing and Improves the 
mechanical condition of the soli.
